ifAUCY villi £. 

Nowoomos to tho fro'it the littlo South 
American republic oC Chilo und throiigh 
her armiy and .nr^vy officers begins to 
"cheek" the greal republic of the Unittd 
States. Tho Chilians have just about 
squared aocouMta with a siatur ropublic. 
Peru, whom thoy have luimbloJ to tho 
dust and rrbbed without stint or mercy 
after destroying or capturint; its army and 
navy an'i principal towns, and are now 
oastibg about for new worlds to conquer. 
The bare idea that Ohile should imnginu 
herself a match for the United States, or 
that she could for a single day withstand 
tho shock of an encounter with th:it great 
power, ia sufficient to provoke a smile of 
contemptuous pity. But leadinu Ameri- 
can papers point out that the boasting of 
(he Chilians is not without reason. They 
say that the Esmorelda, an ironclad of the 
Ohilian navy, could in ii few hours destroy 
tho fnrtificatioiia of Siin Friiiiciaco and liiy 
that important city under tribute to her 
80 ton guna. In the long run, tiioy -say, 
the United Sti^tea would triumph by sheer 
weight of nunibors and money, but a 
single Ohilian ironclad is more than a 
match for the whole American navy as at 
present constituted. This ia a serious 
matter. A war with Cliile, which Blaine, 
when aoorotiiry of state, did his beat to 
bring about, would provo disaatroua for 
the Pacino States and in case of the out- 
break of hostilities Victoria might awaken 
some bright morning and 6nd a Ohilian 
fleet, which had just ravaged Washington 
Territory and California, l;nocking at her 
door for suppliod that are not contraband 
of war. Why the Americana should have 
so inefficient a navy that even so weak a 
power as a South American ropublic can 
boast with a good deal of mirth of superi- 
ority, is a matter that astonishes the Am- 
ericans as much as it does the world. 



THE OATLING. 



After all, it is doubtful if the (Jatling 
gun was of so very much eervieo in the 
Northwest carapaign. An inatruiuuiit 
that would send a shower of ritie balla at 
the enemy might bo considered a very 
useful article in a fight, provided that the 
balls should hit anybody. But, it is said, 
that at Batocho there was only one man 
found killoil with Gatling bullets, and if 
the report bo truu that (ien. I\Iiddleton 
set up a barrel on end, and had the Cat- 
ling fire at it for a couple of hours at a 
range of 300 yards, expending several 
hundred rounds, with the result of only 
two or three bullet holes in it, wo may 
concludo that the efficacy of thi.s noted 
gun would lie more in its moral than in 
its material efloct. Its bark would be 
worse than its bito, though if ita bark 
would only frighten the enemy that might 
be sufficient. But, anyway, there uru a 
great many bulleta fired in battle for 
every man that is killed, so perhaps tho 
Gatling does not differ much from other 
forms of artillery. 



British Trade Depression. 

To THE Editor: — The paragraph in to- 
day's Colonist is open to criticism. In 
the first place. Lord Salisbury did not in- 
timate to tho deputation of augar ri:hners 
that he lacked power to impose more du- 
ties; but, rather, that if he cuuld see his 
way to enact retaliatory measures withatl- 
vantage he might do so. 

The proposition that England should 
levy duties on articles imported from 
countries which charge duty (in similar 
goods exported by England, applies to ii 
case not contemplated by political econo- 
mists, unless aa a temporary and excep- 
tional occurrence. No country, aa a per- 
manent branch of trade, exports any 
merchandise to another country from 
'Sich it habitually imports similar goods. 
Sucn ,tato of things would t-- 
what An.w;.i-. — van swapping jack knivea 
— an .inprofitable business. But inatancea 
do occiur when something of the kind 
happens temporarily— aa where machinery 
of su.parior construction is introduced 
from America and sold in England, the 
effect being that English makers are led to 
adopt the improvenionta of tho imported 
article, and with the advantage of clieaper 
labor ultimately stop iniportaiion. 

It is hardly likely that, even avowed 
ptoteotionista would advocate legishuioii 
to meet such cases. In f^ict, no prominent 
British politician nc "alks of a return to 
protective duties ije.ne.raUy; but merely as 
a retaliatory meanuro, to induce foreign 
governraonts to adopt a pdlicy which they 
themselves, preauinably, ctjiiaider erron- 
eous. But when we hoar of "British 
trade depression," it should be remein 
bered that the manufacturing portinns of 
the United States have sufi'ered equally, 
and France to a still greater degree, not- 
withstanding almost prohibitory tariffs. 
In all those three countries thero has 
been a dearth of employment and shrink- 
age of wages; but owing to free trade 
food and all commodities have been cheap 
in England, and the sufferings of tlie 
poor have been to some extent mitigated.

ENGLAISD. 

LoNiiON, Aug. I'J. — A man, who re- 
fused to give his name, was arrested here 
last Saturday on 11 cliargo of having ab- 
ducted for immoral purpoaea a young girl 
under thirteen years of ago. Aa it was 
the tirst case of urresi under the pro- 
visions of the criminal law amendment 
act, a groat deal of attention is attracted 
to the prisoner. He attempted to conceal 
hia identity, but it waa found to be .lolin 
Coulbet'i, of Surrey, who had for a Iniig 
tiino been employed us aasiatant at 43 
Alter lane, and who had been shadowed 
by tho detectives of Scotland yard for 
eighteen months as a dynamiter. 

SPAIN. 

MaduUi, Aug. 10. — Spanish irritation, 
over Germany assuming the posaesaion of 
tho Caroline islands, is increasing. News- 
paiiers here exijrosa indignation at the an- 
nexation. They aay the act ignores any 
rights of Spain, and declare that the 
Spariish consul, not long before annexa- 
tion, notified Germany that the Suanish 
government of Bbillipino Islands had 
since last March been making preparation 
for the effective occupation of the Oaio- 
line Islands, and insists that in view of 
all these circumstances Germany's viola- 
tion of International law is iue.Kcusable.

WASHINGTON. 

Wa.shinmto.n, August 19. — Tho full tost 
of the decision of Judge Crease of tho 
supremo court of Britiafi Columbia in tho 
Hibbs extradition case has been received 
at tho postoffico department. In his prii- 
amblo Judgo Crease says it is a case of 
considerable importance, because the com- 
plaint is for an offense which has no ex- 
act parallel in the history of extradition 
cases, and the danger that would arise 
from repetition, should it not prove to bo 
an extraditable offense, will be eaaily un- 
derstood when it is considered that tlioro 
are aomo 15,000 postmasters who have the 
same facilities as the prisoner in tho isau- 
anco cf money orders in tho United 
Stafea, and if one such can with im[)unity 
uiiblushingly coiifeaa to huvin<; abuaed his 
trust by embezzling §10,000 in three days 
and then avoid all punishment by merely 
skipping across an imaginary boundary 
line, it ia easy to understand tho raiaobiof 
that such an example to oven a few of 
that great army of poatinaiitors might do. 
Judge Crease pays a high coniplinient to 
Solicitor-General Goodo and tu tho ofiiccirs 
who traced Hibbs und brought about his 
arrest. He concludes as follows: "While 
I cannot conclude without acknowledging 
the asaistaoce rendered by Solicitor Geii- 
ereral Goode, I trust it will not be inap- 
propriate if I echo the worda of tho 
learned judge in the Wiiulaor cue: Wifl- 
the law if i» T ....ay wiah tli„t the gov- 
Dionient of the United States may aee its 
advantages in adding to the catalogue of 
extradition crimes all those offences which 
have been for some time pressed upon its 
attention from this side of the line, and I 
do so with the object of saving undleaa 
time and expense to buth cuuntriea. It 
Would bo especially welcuinu tu tho.se 
magistrates on both sides whose duty it is. 
under the Washington treaty, to carry 
out the law."

San Fhancisco, Aug. 19 —The Chroni- 
cle's St. Louis special says: Late lust even- 
ing Maxwell in the presence of several re- 
porters and jail guards confessed that he 
killed Prellor by a-hninistering accident- 
ally an overdose of chloroform. In order 
to pin him down to his confession, he waa 
asked to sign a statement to that of}'.:ut, 
and this he did in the presence of several 
v/itnoBses.

School Board Mectiii;;. 

A meeting of tho city school trustees 
took place yesterday afternnnn at tho city 
hall. Present — Chairman Harris, Trus- 
tees Braden, Heisterman, MoMicking and 
HIggina. 

Trustee Heisterman was appointed sec- 
retary pro torn. 

It was moved by Trustop Higgins that, 
aa the Johnson street school has an aver- 
age attendance of ninety acholara, and as 
that was altogether too many pupils for 
one teacher, an efficient aasiatanl be ap- 
pointed< 

Mr. Heisterman remarked that he had 
seen Mr. Pope, who Informed him that 
an allmvance of 825 per month would bo 
made for three niontha for an assistant. 

Truateo Braden coincided with Mr. 
Higgins' motion, and aaid that Mias Jack- 
son had four classes, which was altogether 
too much for any one teacher too look af- 
ter. He would nor^iinate Mr. Wright for 
the position, at a salary of §25 per month 
for throe inonths. 

Trustee Higgins seconded the nomina- 
tion, and Mr. Wright was elected. 

Truateo Braden called attention to the 
overcrowded atate of Jamea' Bay school, 
where there is an averi^s attendance of 
seventy, and thought that an allowance 
should bo made fcjr an assistant toaoher 
for that school also. 

Trustee Hoistormau moved that cer- 
tain sidewalks leading to tho city schools 
required repairing and othera required to 
be made, and that an application be made 
to the ci^ couneil to have the necessary 
work done before the winter season sets 
in.

A Boat. Filled with Chiuese 
Struck In tlic Tog- 

Four minutes after leaving the landing 
at Now Westminster yesterday tho 
steamer Yosemite atruck a row-boat, 
with seven Chinese on board. Tho 
Chinese were descried just a few seconds 
before being atruck attempting to pull 
across the bows of the steamer. Seeing 
tho steamer they shouted, but it was not 
thirty seconds between the shout aud the 
crash. Tho Yosemite at the time was 
going at tho rate of ten knots an hour, 
her usual speed being about thirteen, the 
fog at the time on the rivor being ao dense 
that objects one hundrtd feet ahead could 
not be discerned. The whistle was blown 
every minute, and whon the shout was 
heard the engines wore reversed to full 
speed astern. Tho ateanior 8top|)cd, boata 
were lowered and four of the Chinese 
aaved, but the other three could nut bo 
fi'Und, and are undoubtedly di owned. 
The unfortunate Chinese had evidently 
atarted for Now Westrainater but became 
loat and bewildered in the thick fog, and 
did not hear or see tho steamer until too 
late. Had they backed their boat wlien 
thoy fir.st saw the steamer they cnold have 
saved themselves, but pulling acruass tho 
bow, thoy were cut in two about two- 
thirdd from the aturn of their boat. Tho 
four saved were landed at one of the can- 
neries. 

There is apparently no blanio attached 
to the steamer's officers, fi r they did all 
in their power to prevent the accident 
and save the occupants of the boat.

Carson & Eholt vs. Martley and Clark 
— The judgment of the full court in thia 
cause was to-day delivered by iVJr. Jus- 
tice McCroight, and was in ^^{A revers- 
ing tho judgment of the hnnbrable the 
chief justice, at ni.ii jjiIms, when judg- 
ment was given in f.ivur of the defend- 
ants, Martloy and 'JIarl;, in the sums of 
5^200 and ^bl)0 rosj-'ectively, against the 
Ijlaintiirs jiijntly. 'I'o-^lay'a judgment re- 
verses the jiidgniuni of the lower court, 
and givi's judgment in favur of the plain- 
tifl', Carson, on hia claim for §1800 and 
costs, and roducini; the damages of the 
defendant, Clark, on his counter claim 
to S250, and making the dauia^ea of the 
defendant, Martley, on hia counter claim 
nominal as against Carson & Eliolt, and 
upholding Carson's water record of 1868. 

Wraight vs. Young — Tho four judges 
rendered aoparato judgments to the fol- 
lowing effect: lat, directing a now trial; 
2nd, no costs of appeal to either party; 
3rd, costs of first trial to be dealt with on 
tho now trial. Mr. Justice Crease was of 
opinion that tho chief justice's judgment 
in favor of tho defendant Young, should 
be Buattined on the ground that the court 
had all the facts before it and ought 
therefore to deal with the caao, and not 
drive tho parties to a new trial, more es- 
pecially as there could be no question, 
upon the evidence, that the defendant 
must eventually succeed.

Ox-Uorn Chairs. 

[Kan Kranclsoo Clironlole.l 
"You have .no Idea what a demand 
there ia lor this style of chairs. " said a 
well-known furniture dealer to a re- 
porter, as he proudlv pointed at a beaull 
ful specimen, made entirely of horns 
and e.vquisitelv finished with silk plush 
and fringe "No, it is not exactly a new 
idea. " continued the furniture man, "for 
my firm has been turning them out for 
nearly u year. This style of horn chairs, 
finished with silk plush, easily sells for 
•tlOO, while those finished with leather 
bring $70. " 
"How are they manufactured V" 
" Well, you see, there are twenty-two 
horns used iu this seat whii:h we are ex- 
amining. Of course a smaller number of 
horns can be used; in some styles only 
eighteen are required, but these do not 
have aa neat an appearance and are much 
cheaper. The mode of manufacture is 
quite simple. The horns after being 
thoroughly cleansed, steamed, and scraped 
to the proper thickness, are llUod or 
stuffed with sawdust and glue. After 
being thoroughly dried and polished, the 
horns are fastened into the piopor position 
with brass rivets and glue. Thou follows 
the upholstering operation, which is very 
simple, but upon the whole the chairs 
thus made may be considered very 
artistic. " 

"And the demond — is there much call 
for this style of furniture?" 

" Ves, indeed. There are many chairs 
now in use in several of the Nob-hill 
residences. We lui\ e shipped llicm to 
Franco, the Pacific Islands, and many to 
tho eastern and northern states. Orders 
arc constantly coming in, aud 1 may 
safely say the demand is increasing. " 

Coppor-Greoucil I'iuklos. 

(Now York Letter.] 

Five of tho wholesale pickle-dealers of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., admit that they use cop- 
per for the purpose of imparting a fresh 
and Inviting appearance to their commod- 
ities, and one of them describes the pro- 
cess by which the fictitious coloring is im- 
parted as follows; The pickles are placed 
iu a vat and subicctcd to a steam heat of 
140 to ItiO degrees Fahrenheit. In the 
vat a (|uautity of alum and copper plates 
are added and the innocent cucumber or 
onion is subjected to contact with these 
harmless ingredients for a term of from 
three to nine hours. The pickles are 
then carefullj' washed, and are ready for 
the palates of the public. 

One dealer said he discountenanced tho 
use of copper plates and said he only used 
crystal of blue vitriol, a most appetizing 
adjunct. This highlj' agreeable method 
of "greening" the pickles and iioisoning 
the public will not be further permitted 
by the health officer. He prefers his 
pickles sti'aight.

THE KING OF THE DUMPa 



An Irlih SoTerelga Who Kales In PeViao 
» Hcwt of Italian SutdeoU. 
[New York Sun.] 

Yean ago a large portion of tbe Tenth 
irard im SouUi'SrooKlyn was known as 
"the Meadows. " The land was barely 
higher than tho level of the bay, anil was 
at times ovtrHowedfor a mile. ,Now it is 
eridironed by aircets and avenues, and 
the few remnants of the old pouds and 
hollows are being rapidly filled la by tho 
ash-cart man, the excavator, aud 
the street-cleaner. Those dumps arj 
frequented by rag-pickers, who run- 
sack every load taken there. Koi- 
merely Irish, now nearly all iiro llaliaus. 
With them every morning is au old Irish- 
man, who, riiiu or shine, appears with a 
dilapidated horse and a hUU more dilapi- 
dated wagon, and remains nntil dnsk or 
until his wa/,'on is loaded witli the llotsani 
and jetsam of the streets, lie is known 
as "Mike, the King of tho Dumps. " His 
ragged Italian vassals and customers spi'ak 
of him as "II Siguor Irishamanna. " 

^Vhea the reporter approached he was 
chafToring with an Italian over a i)ieco of 
lead pipe tho latter had uuearlhed in tho 
dump. A few coins were handed over, 
and tho metal was pitclicd into the an- 
cient wagon. "Thore a :>oihius; like hu- 
man nature, " said Jlike, "Thtni Kyetal- 
lans are all thieves, and that's liow I 
make my money out of them. Thai fel- 
low has got his hag full of llfty or si.xiy 
pounds of paper and rags, and now ho 
finds that chunk of pipa If it was j'ou 
or mo we'd have some friend 
carry it homo for us. Hut not 
much will tho lOyetalian. llo 
wouldn't trust his own brother, and so ho 
Bells It to mo for lo cents. lie didn't 
know what ho was selling. It was lead 

fipe, but it was lined with solid block tin. 
11 get about fcO cents for it. Them Eyo- 
taliana sometimes tind gold and silver, 
but that they never sell to me. ICvery- 
tblng else they do. One day one of them 
camo to me with a watch chain he had 
hooked out. 'Lead, no .silver'i^' he said. 
I looked at it, and it looked very queer. 
I thought it was pewter, but it was too 
heavy. But I answered at a guess and 
said: 'No good, kind of lead.' Ho 
wanted a half dollar, but I got it for a 
quarter. I didn't know what the stuff 
was, and on my way home that day 
atopped in at a Jeweler's store and asked 
them. They said it was a French metal 
called platinum, and was worth $60. I 
have been laying for tbe same stuff ever 
since, but have never run across it a sec- 
ond tima 

"■What do I buy mostly? Jfetals. iron, 
Steel, lead, tin, brass, pewter, solder, to- 
mato-cans, ■wiro, and tho like. Tlieu I 
buy rags aud paper and al) sorts of odds 
and ends. Ono time I bought a small 
bronze statue of Luther. I got it for liO 
cents, and when I had cleaned it up I 
sold it for i*y. TItc paper and cotton go 
to the paper mills; cloth, worn out clothes, 
and woolen rags Lp the hat mauufuctur- 
ars; tomato-cans, tin clippings, and every- 
thing with tin in it to a man who has "a 
furnace in Jersey somewliere. He molts 
out all the tin and sells it, and then he 
casts what is loft into sasli- weights aud 
other cheap castings, i'or zinc, bronze, 
copper, and pewter there's always a good 
demand, and they bring tirst-rate pncea 

"There are lots of new trades to day 
which use up things that formerly were 
no good to any one l^ub! er, bone, ivory, 
leather, horn, celluoid, cane aud umbrella 
heads, and old bottles, all pay for tho 
picking. Of course they don t pay much. 
Perhapn they average ^11 a day, but that's 
big money for an old yetadan woman, 
who lives on 50 cents a week. Them hyo- 
talians will do anything. Tliey re worse 
than pig-tailed (Jhiuaracn. But 1 don't 
growl much. In the old days, when 
there was no one on the dump but Irish, 
I made only a couple of dollars a day, 
and 1 was young and active. N^w tho 
Eyetalians have driven everybody out of 
tbe business, and it is a very cold day 
'When I don't moke a $d note.

At haying timo in the western locality 
there was only a clean, weedy oilor, quite 
unlike that to which wo had" been accus- 
tomed. In looking into the reason for 
this lack of pleasant odor at haylnc, we 
examined tho hay, and. while all the 
usual grasses were present, wo could find 
no trace of the sweet-scented vernal grass, 
anthoxanthum odoratum, so common in 
eastern meadows. In itself this grass has 
little valua Indeed, its chief merit lies 
\i its odor. This is developed as tho 
herbage dries, and a few spears of this 
^rass will impart its fragrance to a largo 
mass of bay. This gross should always 
form a part of a mixture for seeding a 
lawn.
